DOCTORS AND | 
NURSE TO BE 
GIVEN COURSE 


Will Probably be Named] 
to Head Health Units 


in Province 


Two doctors and one nurse to be 
named in the immediate future by the 
provincial government will be given 
special post-graduate courses in pub- 
lc health work at the expense of the 
Rockefeller Foundation, New York, ac- 
cording to an announcement made on 
Monday by Hon. George Hoadley, 
minister of agriculture and health and 
acting premier. 

The offer on behalf of the Rocke- 
feller Foundation was made to the 
minister by Dr. S. F. Covington, the 
Foundation's representative in the 
western section of the United States 
following a two-day visit in Alberta, 
which took him to Red Deer on Thurs- 
day and High River on Friday. 

It is likely the courses will be taken 
at the University of Toronto 

The two:doctors named for the 
courses probably will be named to 
head the public health units it is pro- 
posed to establish with centres at Red 
Deer and High River. 

Speaking in regard to the units, the 
minister stated that they would be 
mainly for preventive medicine, such 
as the prevention of epidemics, the in- 
spection of school children and dis- 
semination of all matters appertaining 
to health. 

In the first place the provincial 
government would supply 50 per cent. 
of the cost; the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion 25 per cent, and the municipal 
districts concerned the other 25 per 
cent. This arrangement would be 
continued for three years, at the end 
of which time it would be hoped the 
districts would have deiermined the 
true value of the units and would 
carry on independent of the Founda- 
tion and with such help as the gov- 
ernment was prepared to give. — | 

The conferences held at Red Deer | 
and High River were most successful 
and it is expected that other centres | 
will move at an early date for the 
establishment of similar units. These 
two probably will become operative 
early in 1931,
